Association Indian Law Committee have reviewed the Petition and the attachments to the
Petition with respect to the proposed amendments to Rule 10 of the General Rules of
Practice. We appreciate the opportunity to submit comments. Neither the Minnesota
County Attorneys Association nor the Minnesota County Attorneys Association Indian Law
Committee takes a position in opposition to the proposed amendments. However, we would
take the opportunity to make two observations; (1) that it would be mutually beneficial to
tribal and state courts to have reciprocal recognition of each court’s respective orders; and
(2) it would be very beneficial if tribal orders would be permitted to be entered into the
State Courts’ record system so that they are timely available to law enforcement and
prosecutors.
